A bid by the New York Central 


Railroad Company to discontinue 
the 
Kaaterskill 
and 
Hunter 


branches of its Catskill Mountain 
route, according to the Associated 
press, gained impetus today with 
an announcement that an Inter- 
state Commerce Commission exam- 
iner recommended that the ICC 
approve the company's application 
"to abandon two branch lines in 
Greene and Ulster counties." 


A public hearing held several 


months ago on the proposal to 
abandon the branch lines of the 
former Ulster & Delaware line, 
resulted in the taking of testimony 
to determine the amount of serv- 
ice afforded by continuing trains 
on the mountain routes, but deci- 
sion has been delayed. 


Extends From Phoenicia 


The Kaaterskill branch extends 


from Phoenicia to almost the sum- 
mit of the Kaaterskill mountain, a •' 
distance of 19.2 miles. Joining this 
line at Kaaterskill Junction is the . 
short route to Hunter which runs 
only a distance of 2.7 miles. 


A final order to discontinue the 


route would remove from the sum- j 
mer resort area of the Catskills 
one of the most picturesque rail- 
road right-of-ways in the state. It 1 
was once known as the Stony' 
Clove, running through Hunter 
notch where there is just room 
enough for the tracks and a nar- 
row highway between two moun- 
tains. 


The Kaaterskill branch was 


once a narrow guage line but was 
changed to standard guage as a 
regular branch of the former 
Ulster & Dataware when travel to 
the mountain resorts required the 
running of heavier trains from 
Phoenicia to Kaaterskill.

The railroad before the days of 


heavy automobile travel 
served 


the larger summer resort hotels 
of Hunter, Tannersville, Haines 
Falls, Kaaterskill and 
various 


other smaller resort . centers 
in 


northern Ulster

Gradual Climb 


Its climb from 
Phoenicia is 


gradual but 
steady 
until 
at 


Kaaterskill it reaches an altitude 
of more than 2,000 feet. Its trains 
carried vacationists 
for 
many 


years to the Kaaterskill house, 
which was the largest mountain 
resort, hotel in the Catskills. The ' 
Hotel Kaaterskill burned down j 
more than a decade ago, but since 
that time the branch line of the, 
mountain route has carried pas- 
sengers to the Mountain House, 
one of the oldest hotels in 
the 


region. 


The old Ulster & Delaware line 


was in operation prior to 1875, 
but it was not until just before 
the turn of the century- that the 
branch line from Phoenicia was 
built. The branch line however, 
because it led virtually into the 
heart of the Catskills enjoyed a 
prosperous era for the first 20 or 
-5 years after its construction.

of its trains were as large as those 


Supreme Court Ruling 
Outlaws Tapped Wires 
In U. S. Crime Trials 


Opinion Holds That Communications 


Act Prohibits Use of Evidence 


Obtained From Intrastate 


g 


Sources; No Dissent 


Washington, Dec. 11 (&)— The Supreme Court out- 


lawed today the use in Federal criminal trials of all evidence 
obtained by wiretapping. 


Justice Roberts delivered the decision that reversed the 


conviction of three New Yorkers on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud. 


In a 1937 decision, the Supreme Court held that the 


1934 Federal Communications Act prohibited use of wire- 
tapping evidence obtained from interstate communications. 


In today's opinion it held that the communications act also pro' 


hibited use of evidence obtained from intrastate communications. 


"We hold,"' Justice Roberts said in the majority opinion, "that 


the broad and inclusive language of the second clause of the section 
(of the act) 5s not to be limited by construction . so as to exclude 
intrastate communications from the protection against interception 
and divulgence." 


No dissent was announced to the opinion. 
The justice department, in a brief filed with the tribunal in con- 


nection with arguments on the case, contended that such a decision 


<?>also would "forbid evidence of in- 


tercepted intrastate communica- 
tions by state officers in state 
prosecutions, although a state con- 
stitution or statute may specific- 
ally make such evidence admis- 
sible." 


The court did not rule specifical- 


ly on this point. 


Reverses Convictions 


In another decision today the 


court reversed the conviction of 
three other New Yorkers who had 
contended that evidence obtained 
by wire tapping had been improp- 
erly admitted at their trial. 


Justice Frankfurter, who deliv- 


ered that decision, said:

The three men involved in the 


decision by Frankfurter were con- 
victed of smuggling alcohol into 
New York. 


Justice McReynolds dissented 


without a written opinion. 


Frankfurter said it was "plain- 


ly" established that "wiretapping 
was unlawfully employed." 


The men were Frank Carmine 


Nardone, Nathan W. Hoffman and 
Robert Gottfried. Nardone was 
sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary and 
fined 
$3,000. 


Hoffman was given two years and 
fined 52,500. 
Bottfried was sen- 


tenced to a year and a day. 


The conviction of Nardone and 


Gottfried was reversed once by 
the Supreme Court on December 
20, 1937, on the ground that evi- 
dence obtained by intercepting 
interstate telephone communica- 
tions had been employed. 


They were convicted again at a 


new trial in the southern New 
York federal district 
court and 


appealed a second time to the 
Supreme court.

They contended the 
district 


court had improperly limited an 
inquiry into the source of govern- 
ment evidence alleged to have 
been obtained by wire-tapping.

Helsinki, Dec. 11 UP) — Finland 


looked today to "other civilized 
nations" for active help—not just 
sympathy—while her armies re- 
ported they had turned back So- 
viet Russian attacks from the Arc- 
tic coast to the Gulf of Finland. 


The heaviest ..fighting was re- 


ported from the Kuolajarvi sector, 
just above the Arctic Circle, where 
it appeared red forces were intent 
on knifing through Finland to the 
Swedish border and the Gulf of 
Bothnia. 


On the southern front, on the 


eastern side of the Karelian Isth- 
mus, 
three red brigades which 


tried to smash through to the 
Mannerheim line behind a tank 
corps were reported checked short 
of their objective. 


(It may be that the report of 


success against this tank-pointed 
attack is to be linked with a Fin- 
nish broadcast received in Copen- 
hagen which said Finnish planes 
bombed and destroyed a Russian 
armored train yesterday on the 
isthmus. 


(As reported to London by Reu- 


ters, British news agency, the Fin- 
nish airmen cooperated with field 
artillery to wipe out a column of 
tanks and armored cars. 


(The 
Copenhagen newspaper Na- 


tional Tidende said the Finnish air 
force also bombed the Russian 
railway connecting Leningrad and 
Murmansk, principal bases for the 
Reds' Finnish campaign. 


(Another Copenhagen newspa-

Appeal Is Adopted 


Unanimously, the Finnish Par- 


liament adopted an appeal yester- 
day which represented Finland "as 
the outpost of western civiliza- 
tion" and declared she has "the 
right to expect, active help from 
other civilized nations." 


Text of the declaration: 
"The Finnish nation, whose aims 


always have been to live on friend- 
y terms with all peoples and with 
peaceful works to build its future, 
las become the object of its east- 
ern neighbor's brutal attack in- 
and without giving the slightest 
provocation. 


"We have been forced into war, 


and we have been given no alter- 
native. 


"The Finnish nation is fighting

"For the time being, we are

Washington, Dec. 11 IS").—The justice department called today for 


a general investigation into the use of patent rights, and at the same 
time broadened its anti-trust drive by ordering a civil suit brought 
against 13 corporations and 103 officials of the glassware industry. 


The anti-trust complaint, charging conspiracy to restrain trade 


and obtain a monopoly, was drafted for presentation to the Toledo, 
Ohio, federal court. 
Officials said it alleged that two corporations 


control 97 per cent of the §160,000,000 annual gross glass container 
business through patent licensing agreements.. 


The corporations were named "as Owens-Illinois Glass Company, 


Ohio—said to be the industry's largest—and the Hartford-Empire 
Company, described as a Connectucut patent holding company. 


Government attorneys prepared to lay the entire patent" situation 
before a New York grand jury. 


After the jury's general investigation of alleged abuses of patent 


rights, the justice department said, a series of court proceedings would 
question "every type of practice under the patent law that 
the 


department considers contrary to the policy of the anti-trust laws and 
in violation of such laws."

Residents of New York and 


some other eastern cities could 
look twice and see snow for the 
first time since last winter. There 
had been momentary flurries four 
times in November in New York, 
today's fall promised to continue 
for hours.

five inches. Parts of New Eng- 
land and New York were whitened 
and ice-covered highways made 
travel hazardous.

hand grenades and gas with inter- 
national resolutions," he declared.. 


(Finnish charges that Russians 


have used gas in the invasion of 
Finland have been denied officially 
in Moscow.) 


The white-haired Holsti, former 


Finnish foreign minister and for- 
mer Stanford University profes- 
sor, was applauded heavily by al- 
most all the delegates of 40 na- 
tions when he rose to speak. 


Almost a third of Holsti's speech 


was taken up with flinging back 
quotations from 
former Russian, 


Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvin- 
off's speech before the assembly 
two years ago condemning aggres- 
sion in an attempt to obtain 
league aid for the Spanish repub- 
licans.

Important Posts 


Vatican City, Dec. 11 0*)—Pope 


Pius XII today filled two of his 
former posts, naming a camer- 
lengo (chamberlain) of the Holy 
Roman Church and a camerlengo 
of the Sacred College of Card- 
inals. 


In secret consistory, he named 


Lorenzo Cardinal Laun Camer- 
lengo of the Holy Roman Church, 
thus providing an interim adminis- 
trative head of the church during 
the next interregnum before the 
election of a new pontiff. 


Raffaello 
Cardinal 
Rossi be- 


came Camerlengo of the Sacred 
College of Cardinals. 


The pope gathered 24 cardinals 


in the consistory to hear his ap- 
pointments, which included 13 new 
bishops, and to approve canoniza- 
tion of two saints, Blessed Maria 
di Santa Eufrasia Pelletier, who 
founded the Sisters of Good Shep- 
herd, and Blessed Gemma Galgani, 
known as the Virgin of Lucca. 


Changes m the United States 


included the appointment of Mon- 
signor Albert Fletcher as auxiliary 
bishop of Little Rock, Ark., and 
the retirement of the Most Rev. 
Bishop Vincent Whcrle of Bis- 
marck, N. D, who became titular 
bishop of Teos 


The pontiff also conferred the 


pallium, or woolen scarf of office, 
on new archbishops, including the 
Most Rev. Francis J 
Spcllman, 


archbishop of New York, and the 
Most Rev. Joseph Schrembs, arch- 
bishop of Cleveland. 


Both American archbishops re- 


ceived by proxy tliou- palln, cir- 
cular woolen bands with two 
pendants which only the pope may 
wear without special permission. 


Among new bishops 
created 


were the Very Rev. John F. 
O'Hara, president of Notre Dame 
University, named titular bishop 
of Milasa, and the Rt. Rev. Al- 
bert Lewis Fletcher, vicar general 
of the Little Rock, Ark., diocese,

Events in Europe change their 


shape as rapidly as a sculptor 
changes the clay under his hand. 
Out of all this helter-skelter of 
news one salient moral fact is 
more and more in evidence. It js 
this great fact which ultimately 
will dominate and characterize the 
present conflict now entering its 
fourth month of ever-increasing 
low visibility. That vital gripping 
fact is. simply this: Not one na- 
tion in Europe wants war. All na- 
tions dread it and all realize that 
wars can never be fought again. 
How, 
then does the present war 


come about? It happened because 
Hitler miscalculated. To assume 
that it must continue is mon- 
strous. The fact of the whole mat- 
ter is that modern wars are impos- 
sible by their very nature and 
this one the most impossible of all. 


The English are considering pub- 


licizing to the German nation that, 
as far as the war in the west is 
concerned, England will never take 
the offensive against 
Germany. 


This assurance to the German peo- 
ple will tend to undermine the 
vicious propaganda of the leaders 
there who goad the Germans on 
with threats of annihilation by- 
England. Now that Hitler has un- 
chained the Russian Bear in his 
egomaniac desperation a strange 
new aspect looms over western 
civilization—a great fear which 
must at all costs be subdued. This 
fear is felt in Germany as well as 
the rest of Europe and its reper- 
cussions extend as far as our 
shores. Hitler and Hillcrism are 
doomed. He has proved himself to 
be a sort of Samson dragging the 
pillars of his own house down in a 
desperate attempt to destroy Eu- 
rope.
